Often 
he Is authorized to outbid other insti- 
tuticns by awarding a "^.cholarship" 
on Che .^ix>t, though It may be made 
t'ood only by docking .sa!;irie.s of pro- 
fes-.or.f already underpaid. He is liabl- 
tu.-ttcd to mi.srcpie.M'iitation. exag- 
gerated statements and high-pressure 
methods.
